Art Rejections: 

1. The texts of 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a) cited in the 
previous office action are hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. Claims 1-9, 11, 13-15, 18-20, 22-24, 27-31, 33-34, 36 and 
38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Muthuswamy et al, U.S. pat. No. 6,853,368. 

Per claims 1-5, Muthuswamy discloses a mobile phone 
comprising: 

a) a display for displaying text/graphics ( see col 4, lines 7- 
20) ; 

b) an arrangement of keys for inputting characters to the phone, 
selecting desired operational functionalities of the phone and 
navigating sub-operational functions within a selected 
operational functionality ( see col 3, lines 5-38 ) ; 

c) means using a suitable alerting mechanism, e.g., 
illuminating/highlighting, for hinting next possible sub- 
operational functionalities available in the selected operation 
functionality ( see col 6, lies 1-45 ) . 

Per claims 6-8, Muthuswamy also teaches providing the user 
prompting instructions ( see col 4, lines 21-31 ) . 

Per claims 9, 11 and 13, Muthuswamy ^ s teachings encompass 
all claim limitations. 
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Claims 14-15, 18-20, 22-24, 27-31, 33-34, 36 and 38 are 
similar in scope as that of claims 1-9, 11 and 13. 

3. Claims 10, 12, 21, 25-26, 32, 35 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Muthuswamy et al, U.S. 
pat. No. 6,853,368. 

Muthuswamy does not explicitly teach flashing keys, 
providing distinctive tones corresponding to given keys and 
displaying a virtual keypad. An official notice is taken that 
such features are widely known and used on a prior art mobile 
phone. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to utilize such features in 
Muthuswamy because it would have provided additional alerting 
mechanism for implementing the hinting functions. 

4. Claims 16-17 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Muthuswamy et al, and further in view of 
Myr , U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. No. 2001/0029425. 

Muthuswamy does not teach providing voice recognition and 
voice guidance functions in the mobile phone. The use of such 
voice recognition and voice guidance in a mobile phone is well 
known in the art as disclosed by Myr ( see Myr in par. 11 and 75- 
76) . 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to utilize such voice command 
and voice recognition and voice guidance in Muthuswamy because 
it would have provided a hand-free operation for the mobile 
phone. 

Response to Amendment: 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on August 2, 2007 with respect 
to claims 1-3S are moot in view of new grounds of rejection set 
forth above.
